on the basis of UPSWING operational interest. According to UPSWING 
information, HUMMEL was a member of the Abwehr during World War II . 

In I9I+5 he was taken prisoner by United States troops and is reported 
to have had difficulties as a prisoner of war because of his earlier 
intelligence activities. After his release, HUMMEL is said to have resided 
for a time in Heilbronn, and then went to Madrid, where he reportedly 
set up a business bearing his name which dealt in weapons. UPSWING states 
B that HUMMEL remained in Madrid from 1950 until 1955*

Munich Base traces on this Friedrich HUMMEL revealed EGFA 23024, dated 
9 September 1958, which mentioned one Kriminalrat a.D. Friedrich Richard 
Alexander HUMMEL, born 8 February 19IO in Jena, then residing in Itzehoe, 
who was believed to have been working for a Federal Republic intelligence 
service in Spain from 1952 to 1955. This dispatch also mentioned 
EGFA 22L78, dated 16 July 1958, which is not available in Munich Base 
files. Our files also contain an item from the World War II German 
Intelligence Primer which lists one Regierungsrat Friedrich HUMMEL, born 
in Jena on 9 February 19IO as follows: 

(HUMMEL) was attache of the German Embassy in Madrid and 
Leiter II KO Spain since January 1942. He was chiefly concerned with 
sabatoge activities against Allied shipping in Spanish harbors, in which 
he had a few successes, particularly against Italian ships after September 
19^3, but also long periods of failure; he attended a Gruppe II conference 
at Salzburg in January 1944; he left Spain, possibly because of expulsion, 
and may have been posted to Italy in March 1944; he was awarded the KVK 
(Class II with swords) in April 1942; HUMMEL is married, is tall, of 
normal b-uild, fair hair, ruddy complexion. March, 1944 address; 21 Calle 
Francisco Silvela, Madrid, and Berlin, Germany.
